Accused Of Lying 


Strauss has accused the two c rit­ 
ical scientists of lying. Sen Clin­ 
ton P. Anderson <D-NM> has ac ­ 
cused Strauss of lying, and Strauss 
accused Anderson of lying 
It was a point by point reply by 
Strauss to two days of attacks by 
Anderson 
And it w as a detailed 
follow-up to a blanket com plaint 
Tuesday that he w as being p e r­ 
secuted with false charges, defa­ 
m ation and cruel accusations. 
Strauss declared that "I have 
created no m y th s.” as Anderson 
said he sought to do. about his ac­ 
com plishm ents of the H-bomb and 
on a system for detecting Soviet 
nuclear explosions. 
With respect to the latter, he 
noted that Anderson had said that 
“ Strauss claim s that he <Ld it all ” 
“ This is false." the secretary 
said. “ I have never m ade so rid i­ 
culous a claim but also I am not 
willing to have m y role in this, 
of which I am proud, w ritten off ” 
Anderson isn t one of the Com ­ 
m erce com m ittee m em bers. But 
he sat with them at the com m it­ 
tee table. Under the rules, he was 
barred from questioning Strauss. 
So he w hispered to Sen. Dale Mc­ 
Gee <D-Wyo», who quizzed Strauss 
repeatedly. 


Secretary Blew Up 


As a result the secretary blew 
up at one point. 
“ I didn't have the opportunity of 
cross-exam ining you during your 
testim ony.” he thundered at An­ 
derson. “ And—oh. forget it.” 
Flushing angrily, he turned his 
head aside. 
Strauss has been in the Cabinet 
for nearly six m onths. President 
Eisenhow er nom inated him in No­ 
vem ber to be com m erce secre­ 
tary. when C ongress w asn't 
in 
session He subm itted the normna 
lion to the Senate form ally on 
Jan. 17. 
Thus with m ore tim e to go. the 
Strauss nomination already has 
been held up as long as those of 
all 13 of his predecessors com ­ 
bined, governm ent officials say.

In a reversal of a District Court 
decision allowing Prince Edward 
County a seven year grace period 
the U S. 4th Circuit Court of Ap 
peals ordered the rural Southside 
county to prepare to admit quali­ 
fied Negroes to white schools in

The Prince Edward case which 
has been in the federal courts 
since ISM, was one of the five 
that figured in the IT S Supreme 
Court s historic desegregation de 
cision of May 17.

Since World War II Russia's trade with the 
West has been conducted on a “cash on the 
barrelhead’ 
basis. 
The Russians have proved 
selective buyers, careful to ensure that deliveries 
comply with specifications or are up to sample, 
insistent on promptitude. 
When Khrushchev or some other member of 
th e Soviet hierarchy describes in glowing terms 
th e vast amount of business Russia could give 
th e West, were conditions favorable, they are 
probably not dealing in propaganda moonshine.

Career men are not necessarily able men nor 
are they n e c e ^ jriiy incompetent. 
However, the 
best minds in the United States have for a century 
or 
more, say 
sine* the Civil 
War, 
gone 
into 
business, industry and the law. 
These ex traordi­ 
narily constructive persons have built the structure 
of produrtinn and distribution 
which knows 
no 
superior on Earth. 
They retire generally at an 
early age. say 65, and have m any years of useful­ 
ness ahead of them. 


Occasionally, the Government of the United States 
is able to co-opt or capture one of these ex traordi­ 
narily competent m en for governm ent service. During 
war-time, it is easy because patriotism and even social 
pressure stim ulate a desire to serve the country. 
In 
peace-time, it is m ore difficult. 
Men of great ability, 
of large possessions, of responsibility in private ven­ 
tures are often unwilling to submit to the legal lim ita­ 
tions placed upon governm ent functionaries, som e of 
which m ake for atrocious inefficiencies, and subject 
competence to the tyranny of the elected officials

How To Cope With Future Limited Wars? 


PARIS. May f> — The military 
men stationed here do a lot of 
talking among them selves about 
the next war. But. oddly enough, 
they don't alw ays m ean the sam e 
war. 


First, of course, there is ever 
present the thought of a nuclear 
w ar. which presum ably would be 
decided in a brief period and 
would not involve ground forces 
to any great extent. 


Then, second, there's the con­ 
cept of a “ limited w a r” which 
might or might not lead to a gen­ 
eral w ar hut which, if bungled 
through lack of adequate p rep a r­ 
ation could plunge the world into 
a 
nuclear 
holocaust, 
w hereas 
proper m easures 
taken 
in 
a d ­ 
vance could act as a ‘ deterrent 
power.” 


But there's a third contingency 
about which relatively little has 
been said in print. 
It involves 
such action as was taken by the 
United States last year when Ma­ 
rines attached to the Sixth Fleet 
and some Army units were land­ 
ed in Lebanon.

"Trying to destroy r country 
by old-fashioned atomic bom bs.” 
he finally blurts out. “ is m uch 
less dangerous than the trigger- 
happiness of the hydroge 
age.'* 
The Senators pin him down as 
to whether he would let Russia 
get ahead of the United States. 
He writhes and tumbles for an 
answer. Of course not. he says, 
but, on the other hand—and ho 
tries to explain the awful results 
of the w ar that could com e from 
the weapon he's helped produce. 


Was Elder Statesm an Right? 


He doesn’t seem to rem em b er, 
and the Senators don't want to 
rem em b er—if they ever knew — 
that such a distinguished elder 
statesm an as Henry L Stimson, 
a Republican serving in four C ab­ 
inets. proposed that we give tho 
atom ic bomb to Russia — givo 
it, not trade

month atter Hiroshima 
Stimson had been Secretary of 
War in the Taft Cabinet. Secre­ 
tary of State in the Hoover Cabi­ 
net. and then cam e back to servo 
under Roosevelt and T rum an as 
Secretary of War He bowed out 
in October 1945 Before he bowed 
ou , he proposed in Cabinet m eet­ 
ing that since Russia wa* sure 
to dv* elop her own atomic bomb, 
we should give it to her as an 
ally and as a gesture which would 
help to head off a cutthroat a rm s 
race.

warned rivalry with Russia m ight 
well lead to a third world w ar.

In the testing times that lie 
ahead, m o r e o v e r . 
Macmillan

Macmillan,

contrast, has often on his lips tha 
small num ber of bombs needed .o 
destroy the British Isles 
If tha 
Eisenhower

m ade the needed effort* to m ain­ 
tain a Western nuclear lead, tha 
situation here in Britain would ba 
very different. But those effort* 
were not made. If the resulting 
change in the world balance of 
power has affected British opm- 
ion. no one shoul ’ be surprised.

cusers had better wait to judge
